lurge bandle of rope, well oiled on firealso, 
evidently Laving been put there by somepersons, 
Tho dafendants could reach thie’ window with 
their bunds, and no other person could. Com- 
pluinaot,correctod bis statement, aad said the 
rope had no oil on it. Onaceing the fire, be got 
some water and threw 'on it, and put it ont.
